A TOWN councillor has expressed 
concerns about plans put forward by 
council members in the Local Plan for 
Honiton. 

The town council is proposing that 
Honiton be developed into an employment 
hub and that any new housing should be 
restricted to low-scale development. 

Mike Allen, chairman of the East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) LDF Panel, is 
urging councillors to call an open meeting to 
discuss the plans. He said: “My concern is that 
the town council has been returned unopposed 
and has made plans which will affect Honiton 
for the next 15 years. 

“The town council has recommended no 
new industrial premises nor housing should 
be built beyond the present town boundary. 

“What this means is that, as the town 
council has also determined to protect the 
green space in the town, the only future is a 
major development in the centre of town 
which in the present circumstances can 
only mean more and more housing 
cramped into the town. 

“It also means there will be little space 
for new offices and if the intended move of 
EDDC to Honiton occurs, there will be 
little industrial space for new businesses or 
for those who wish to expand. 

“I feel the town council should call a 


general meeting to discuss the plan, not 
push it through behind closed doors.” 

Councillor Allen has also spoken out 
about plans to build a community complex 
on land at Dowell Street. 

He added: “The town council community 
complex committee is recommending to 
proceed without delay to apply for 
planning permission for the building on the 
car park in Dowell Street. 

“I propose that we instead take seriously the 
alternative for a cattle market site as part of 
redevelopment plans for the centre of town or 
look to purchase the Royal British Legion site 
and sub-lease it to local organisations w hi le 
bringing in council offices.” 

A spokesman for the town council said: 
“Residents may wish to view the plan, 
together with details of the consultation, on 
the town council’s website. Alternatively, a 
paper copy can be viewed or obtained from 
the council office in New Street. 

“Members of the public are able to 
comment on the plan directly to EDDC 
before the end of September. The plan will be 
coming back to the town with the opportunity 
for further consultation in the autumn.” 

The town council was due to discuss 
plans for the community complex at a 
rescheduled town council meeting as we 
went to press last night.

The band’s lead singer Peter Hirst, who 
has bipolar disorder himself, was delighted 
with the response. 

He said: “Clearly people really support

“My iPod Nano has been playing up 
lately, and I don’t know what I would do if 
I couldn’t listen to music,” she said. 

“That’s why Refuge’s project and the 
CD, which is awesome, is so powerful. 
Music reaches people in a unique way. 
“There have been times when I haven’t 
been able to write and express myself, but 
I can listen to other people’s words and 
they say it for me, which is therapeutic.” 

An A* student, Alex’s glittering 
educational progress became a struggle just 
before her A-levels. 

She said: “I think I’d been battling for 
control for a long time, and the anorexia 
was part of that. I was focusing on anything 
but the feelings I had. But I’m through to 
the other side now, feeling strong and ready 
to live my life. That feels good.” 

Alex, currently working full-time in an 
accounts department, has her sights fixed 
on a career in midwifery. 

She will continue to write and touch 
others with her words. She is also keen to 
promote Refuge’s EP. 

“It is so important that everyone is 
talking about mental health, because it 
affects all of us,” said Alex. “The more we 
talk, the more we learn and support each 
other and people won’t feel so alone.”

Pig farm in 
the spotlight 


Campaign 
to save band 

EFFORTS are being made to 
prevent the closure of Lyme 
Regis Junior Band. 

Joy Fowler, who is involved with 
the efforts, said: “For many years, 
Lyme Regis has been blessed at its 
many events with performances from 
Lyme Regis Junior Band. 

“Sadly, this may soon become a 
thing of the past as the junior band is 
facing closure. 

“Lyme’s only marching band has 
been a tradition in this town for many 
years, but even with music lessons 
costing less than elsewhere, two 
superb, traditional style instructors 
and regular visits and coaching of 
samba and rhythm from members of 
B Sharp, it has recently seen such a 
dramatic drop in numbers that 
organisers fear for its future.” 

A recruitment campaign is 
underway to boost numbers, and Joy 
said: “If you are aged between seven 
and 18 and you want to help save this 
tradition, all you have to do is join. 

“You will then be given everything 
you need to become a valued 
member of the band, including an 
instrument (you can choose from 
cornets, drums and glockenspiels for 
traditional and get to use the vast 
selection of samba equipment), a 
uniform and weekly training sessions 
(one hour of traditional and one hour 
of samba) for you to be able to 
participate with confidence. 

“All this costs only £4 per session.” 

Training starts on Wednesday, 
October 5th. 

The session will be from 6pm-8pm 
in the St Michael’s Primary School, 
Kings Way, Lyme Regis, and training 
will continue for one month while 
the committee assesses interest.

COUNTY councillors have 
decided to close down Dalwood 
Primary School at the end of the 
year. 

The writing had been on the wall 
since a proposal to close was made 
and consulted on earlier this year. 

Devon County Council (DCC) is the 
local education authority and its 
cabinet met on Wednesday, 
September 14th. 

A report prepared for that meeting 
outlined the situation as follows: 
“Pupil numbers have fallen 
significantly to only three pupils over 
the past few years and the school is 
attracting fewer out-of-area pupils to 
help sustain it. 

“Based on 2011 data, of the 26 
pupils living in Dalwood's designated 
area, only three attended Dalwood. 

“Trends are not forecast to improve 
and the level of surplus places at the 
school by 2014 is expected to be 
around 90 per cent. 

“The DSG (Dedicated Schools 


Grant) funded cost of educating each 
pupil at Dalwood is over three times 
the Devon average in 2010/11 and the 
school budget is currently supported 
in the region of 87,000 top-up 
funding. 

“Moves to federate with Membury 
Primary School have been 
unsuccessful because the total 
number of pupils did not achieve a 
number which would secure the 
school's future. 

“Other schools were approached 
regarding federation but without 
success. 

“There was widespread circulation 
of the consultation document to all 
interested parties which attracted four 
responses - one in agreement, two 
comments/questions and one 
concerned. 

“No objections were received. Two 
attendees at the consultation event 
held on May 6th did object to the 
closure but no formal submission was 
received.” 


The future of buildings and land at 
the school is unclear. 

No sale has been agreed but various 
parties could enter formal 
negotiations to retain the buildings 
and land for “community use”. 

The report explained: “ The school 
building and playing field are owned 
by DCC on a freehold basis. 

“If the school closes, the property 
will then become surplus to 
requirements and will be sold at 
market value, having first considered 
any community needs. 

“The community and parish 
councillors are considering drawing 
up a business plan to retain all or part 
of the site for community use, should 
the school close. 

“In the event that closure is 
recommended, NPS SW Ltd (DCC's 
property services are delivered by 
NPS), would be instructed to liaise 
with the parish council over any 
future use.” 

The closing date is December 31st. 


PLANS for a controversial 
development in the Blackdown 
Hills will be put under the 
spotlight by district council 
planning officials today (Tuesday, 
September 20th). 

As previously reported here, Robert 
Bright, of Bright Farming Ltd, wants 
to increase the size of his pig farm at 
Broadhayes. 

In August 2010 the scheme was 
given the thumbs-up by East Devon 
District Council (EDDC), but a change 
in the original landscape plan 
submitted with the application could 
prove to be a stumbling block for the 
applicant. 

A planning document submitted to 
EDDC states: “The agricultural 
activity is essentially pig rearing and 
fattening for the food market. 

“The proposed works are designed to 
address a long-running landscape 
problem. An opportunity now exists to 
resolve the incomplete works (at the 
farm), complete the construction of the 
farm unit and improve the efficiency 
of the unit and the wellbeing of the

“Environmental drainage 

reco mm endations have been addressed 
and wasteland will be returned to 
agricultural use.” 

Mr Bright has around 3,000 pigs at 
the site, and residents in the hamlet 
believe this number could increase 
dramatically if the expansion plan is 
approved. 

Dozens of residents have spoken out 
about the plans, with many fearing 
their health could suffer. Stockland 
Parish Council has also objected to the 
development. 

In a planning report produced by 
EDDC ahead of today’s meeting 
councillors recommended that “the 
permissions previously agreed by 
members are only issued if an 
acceptable revised landscaping plan is 
submitted” and that “should the 
applicants not comply with these 
requirements within one month of the 
date of the committee meeting that 
delegated authority be given to the 
Head of Economy to refuse the 
applications”.

No more leeway on rubbish 


Pay on exit 
scheme for 
car park trial 

A PAY on exit scheme could be 
introduced at a small number of 
east Devon car parks. 

That is just one of the ideas that 
could be trialled by East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) as it 
reviews its off street car parks. 

As part of the review, town and 
parish councils and chambers of 
commerce will be asked to 
coordinate a response and submit the 
response to the local authority. 

A spokesman for EDDC said: 
“EDDC own and manage many of 
the district’s off street car parks. 
These provide the district’s towns 
and villages with an essential service 
to residents, local businesses and 
visitors to the area. They also 
contribute to the council’s revenue 
budget. 

“EDDC’s elected members want to 
review the car parks to make sure 
they are being used efficiently. 

“Town and parish councils have 
been involved in the drafting of an 
Off Street Car Parks Review. 

“Now they, along with EDDC 
elected members and chambers of 
commerce, are being invited to have 
their say on the reco mm endations 
that have come from this review.” 

As well as a pay on exit scheme 
other ideas highlighted in the review 
include the offering of double 
ticketing arrangements to businesses 
and the introduction of different 
hourly rates for long-stay and short- 
stay car parks. 

The spokesman added: “Residents 
are not being asked to fill in online 
questionnaires but to submit their 
comments to their town and parish 
council who can then submit one 
coordinated response from the whole 
parish. 

“Likewise, businesses should direct 
their views through their local 
chamber of commerce.” 

Honoured 

MEMBERS of Axminster Town 
Council observed a moment of 
silence to honour the memory of 
former town councillor Reg 
Brown, who died recently. 

The moment of silence was 
observed during the full council 
meeting on Monday, September 
12th. Axminster mayor Andrew 
Moulding said: “Reg was a very well 
respected member of this council for 
a number of years.” 


A LOCAL authority is to toughen 
its stance on excess household 
waste, aka side waste. 

Waste collection contractors applied 
leniency to help householders when 
the new waste and recycling service 
was settling in. 

But there will be no more leeway as 
no side waste (extra bags or boxes of 
rubbish placed beside or on top of the 
wheelie bin) will be collected from 
any household from Monday, October 
3rd East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) announced. 

A council spokesperson said: 
“Whilst the new waste and recycling 


service was settling in, EDDC’s 
contractors were taking a lenient line 
on side waste to enable householders 
to get used to using the three 
containers — landfill, dry recycling 
and food waste. 

“Now that the system is working 
smoothly, it is time to comply fully 
with the policy — which is designed 
to encourage customers to contain all 
their landfill waste in the EDDC 
wheelie bin. 

“SITA’s [the contractor] crews will 
not take side waste that is left beside 
wheelie bins. 

“Instead the side waste bags will 


have a sticker placed on them 
explaining that side waste will not be 
collected.” 

Excess recyclables will be collected 
by the crews, though. The 
spokesperson explained: “If you have 
more recycling items than you can fit 
into the green box, you can place it on 
top of the recycling box in carrier 
bags, but not black bin liners please.” 

District councillor Iain Chubb said: 
“Along with every council in the 
country, our aim is to reduce landfill 
to the bare minimum and to work with 
our residents to recycle everything 
they can. 


“This is better for the planet and 
also saves local authorities from 
incurring EU fines for excessive 
landfill. 

“The majority of our customers are 
keen to assist with this and are already 
doing a great job — thank you. 

“We now need to work with those 
people who find it harder to limit their 
landfill waste and we will happily 
visit anyone who needs advice on this. 
If your bin is tagged, are you able to 
recycle more? If you find this 
difficult, give us a call.”

“The recovery of the deceased was 
eventually completed after a long 
walk back through the narrow 
footpath.” 

A police spokesperson said that a 
man in his 60s, and believed to be from 
Lyme Regis, had been found dead. 

The spokesperson added: “No 
suspicious circumstances.”

THE company providing rail 
services through Axminster, 
Honiton and Feniton has 
demanded that anyone involved 
with cable and scrap metal 
theft is severely dealt with. 

South West Trains (SWT) and its 
parent group, Stagecoach Group, 
called on the Government to 
introduce tough measures to tackle 
cable theft on the UK rail network. 

Among other things, a demand 
for new rules to clamp down on 
unscrupulous scrap metal 
merchants was expressed. 

SWT made its move in response 
to a recent incident of cable theft on 
its network near Woking. 

The company admits it could 
have managed the situation better, 
and a spokesman said in a 
statement on September 12th: 
“SWT and Network Rail today 
announced a package of measures 
to improve their joint response to 
disruption on the rail network. 

“Stagecoach Group, the parent 
group of SWT, called on the 
Government to introduce tough 
new measures to tackle the growing 
problem of cable theft on the UK 
rail network, including new rules to 
clamp down on unscrupulous scrap 
metal merchants.” 

SWT mmanaging director Andy 
Pitt added: “The cable theft 
incident near Woking resulted in a 
huge human cost to our passengers. 

“Both SWT and Network Rail 
should have managed the 
subsequent disruption better. 

“We are sorry we let people 


down. A major incident can be the 
railway equivalent of part of the 
M25 being shut for several hours, 
with the same inevitable congestion 
and knock-on delays. 

“The priority in these 
circumstances is to restore services 
as soon as is reasonably possible, 
keep passengers updated and give 
them useful information about their 
travel options. 

We believe the steps we are 
taking mean we are better placed to 
make that happen.” 

Richard O’Brien, Network Rail’s 
route managing director for 
Wessex, said: “The actions of 
mindless thieves caused 
unacceptable delays and disruption 
for tens of thousands of 
passengers” 

Measures put in place by South 
West Trains and Network Rail 
include: 

• More robust contingency and 
on-call arrangements 

• A process to ensure better 
mobilisation of managers to 
provide assistance on trains and at 
stations during disruption 

• More sophisticated Customer 
Information System at London 
Waterloo to show trains running 
during disruption rather than 
clogging the system with details of 
those cancelled 

• Ensuring delayed trains are 
brought into stations where 
reasonably practicable so doors can 
be opened 

• A small emergency supply of 
bottled water on most trains.

“The team will of course still be at 
your service every night and I know 
I leave the programme in 
exceptionally good hands. 

“Anyway that’s coming up in 
December. Meanwhile, you’ll have 
to put up with me for a little longer. 
I’m back with the latest in the ten 
o’clock news tonight."

EDITOR — I refer to your Star 
Letter from Alison Tottenham 
which appeared in Pulman ’s View 
on September 6th. 

I live in a small village with access 
along Devon lanes. Currently the 
parish council is endeavouring to get 
affordable homes, which as things 
stand are often out of reach of 
younger people. 

Villages require a mix of ages, and 
agricultural land to build on will be 
necessary, but not very much. 

However, if building new houses 
has to occur in towns, yet again 
agricultural land will be taken up on a 
far greater scale, as we have seen 
over the years. Agricultural land 
growing crops is the same on the edge 
of a town or village. I am at a loss to 
see why Alison considers Devon 
lanes are not suited to housing 
developments. 

Villages generally do not grow 
very fast and yet towns appear to do 
so. Not everyone has a desire to live 
in a town. 

If properties were not, as often 
happens, bought as second homes, 
new houses would not be needed on 
the scale they are, thereby reducing 
the amount of land being taken up, 
and property would be more 
affordable.

The Gig Club may now conduct 
races among themselves and have 
since competed against their more 
experienced rivals from the Scillies 
and Cornwall. 

Work on a third gig, Tempest, 
begins next month, funded by 
contributions which the Gig Club is 
raising from the public by requesting 


sponsorship of the various parts of 
the craft. Around £500 will pay for 
the backbone, a thwart would be £80 
and one of 42 knees is just £20.

THIS column seldom has news of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
but it is of interest that Dr 
Williams plans to go to 
Zimbabwe soon to meet the 
president despite the campaign 
of intimidation of Anglican 
Christians by his police. 

It is hoped that this first visit by a 
British leader for 10 years will bring 
good news. 

Ten years on from the 9/11 attacks 
in the USA, the Methodist Church is 
remembering the terrorist atrocities 
by challenging the UK government’s 
arms trade. 

The Church wants the Government 
to reconsider its military response to 
extremism and, in a statement with 
the Baptist Union and the United 
Reformed Church, it said it was “sad 
and ironic” that regimes such as 
Colonel Gadaffi’s had been supplied 
with arms by Britain.

Time for a 
sloe vodka? 


HOW infuriating! A large rat has taken to 
climbing up to a bird feeder hanging directly in 
front of my office window a mere yard away. 

The feeder contains niger seed for goldfinches and yet 
the brute can still manage to extract the seeds through 
the tiny holes. 

I keep an air rifle handy for such contingencies but 
every time I appear round the office door, suitably 
armed, the rat bounds off before I can get in a shot. I 
will have to think again! 

Meanwhile, my swallows seem to have departed, 
none having been seen for several days and are 
doubtless now setting out for the long trek south. I see 
from the latest Axe Estuary newsletter compiled by 
David Walters that the marshes seem to have been 
swarming with interesting birds. Ruffs, peregrine 
falcons, sparrowhawks, a hobby and a kestrel have all 
been seen, but the first migrating osprey has yet to put 
in an appearance. A maximum of 15 little egrets was 
counted, and migrant passerines included wheatears, a 
single reed warbler, chiffchaffs and a whitethroat. As 
usual, the Axe Valley estuary is a thriving source of 
such a wide variety of wildlife and we are so fortunate 
to have it in our region. 

Meanwhile, I hear that a regular Dorset Wildlife Trust 
(DWT) volunteer, Brian March from Hamworthy, has 
won the chance in a raffle to cut the last remaining 
invasive rhododenron on Brownsea Island. 

The final cut will be made this month and will signify 
the end of the long battle to eradicate this flowering 
shrub from the island. 

Introduced in the 19th century, it soon spread across 
the woods, suffocating trees and wild flowers and 
threatening the red squirrel population. Any re-growth 
will be sprayed over the next few years to make sure 
that the shrub does not re-appear. 

To celebrate its 50th anniversary the DWT is inviting 
everybody to join in with a dining night on November 
12th by hosting a dinner for friends, with all finds 
raised going towards protecting wildlife for the next 50 
years. Diners can join in with the Big Wildlife Raffle 
and auction on the night and keep in touch with what’s 
on the table at venues across the county via twitter and 
facebook. 

DWT aims to have at least 50 different dinners 
forming part of the event on the night. 

The Trust has a hosting kit with ideas for formats 
from fine dining to safari suppers as well as suggested 
donations from guests and templates for invitations and 
menu cards.

1. Switching 

Many people choose to leave 
their heating off as much as 
possible during the winter sim¬ 
ply because they can’t afford to 
heat their home. 

It’s essential to heat your home 
properly, especially if you have 
older people or children in your 
household as they’re more vul¬ 
nerable to illnesses caused by 
the cold. The best way to make 
savings on your energy bills, 
without having to suffer in the 
cold, is to switch supplier - it 
can save you as much as £200. 

2. The right temperature 
Turning your thermostat down 
by just one degree centigrade 
can save you 6% on your heat¬ 
ing bills - around £30 a year. 
You probably won’t notice the 
difference that this makes in 
your home, but if you do find 
that you’re cold at home, rather 
than turning the gas up, simply 
set your boiler to come on a lit¬ 
tle earlier, that way you won’t 
be cold while you wait for the 
house to heat up. 

3. Layering 

You might think this is an obvi¬ 
ous one, but many people don’t 
realise that the best way to keep 
warm is by wearing lots of thin 
layers of clothing, rather than 
just one bulky item. Slippers 
indoors are another great way 
of keeping you toasty, and it’s 
also a good idea to wear a hat or 
headscarf outside, as lots of heat 
is lost through the head. 

4. Eat right 

Your body needs food to keep 
itself warm so what you eat 
can make a real difference. Try 
to eat a balanced diet, with hot 
dinners and don’t forget that hot 
drinks can help too. 

5. Exercise 

A bit of exercise does wonders 
to get the blood flowing and 
keep you warm. However, you 
don’t have to sign up at your 
local gym in order to keep fit; 
doing a little housework, like 
vacuuming, will keep you mov¬ 
ing and help to keep you warm. 
Sitting for long periods of time 


makes you colder so you could 
try spacing activities out through 
the day, so that you can alternate 
between rest and activity. 

6. Stop smoking 

Since the smoking ban came 
into place, all smokers have to 
go out into the cold whenever 
they want to light up. But giving 
up has another way of keeping 
you warm too; smoking actually 
slows down your circulation so 
you’ll get colder quicker. 

The benefits of stopping smok¬ 
ing are huge - and fast. Within 
just eight hours of giving up 
your blood oxygen levels return 
to normal and circulation begins 
to improve after just two weeks 
- helping to keep you warm 
from the inside (Department of 
Health, 2006). 

7. Keep warm at night 
Many people forget the impor¬ 
tance of keeping wrapped up 
and warm at night. You don’t 
need to keep your heating run¬ 
ning all night though. Just set it 
to come on about half an hour 
before you get up, and wear 
bedclothes and socks. You could 
also use a hot water bottle, or an 
electric blanket - though not to¬ 
gether of course. 

8. Close the windows 

Don’t have your heating run¬ 
ning with your windows open 
at the same time. Many homes 
have radiators situated under¬ 
neath windows, so if you have 
them open, you’ll be losing 
your heat as quickly as your 
boiler can make more. 

Also, cold air on the head at 
night has been proven to in¬ 
crease blood pressure so make 
sure that, even if you like fresh 
air in the house, you keep bed¬ 
room windows closed - espe¬ 
cially at night. 

9. Insulate your home 

You don’t need to double glaze 
your windows or spend hun¬ 
dreds of pounds having your 
cavity walls filled to make your 
house a warmer home - although 
it does help. 

Hanging thick curtains on the 
front and back doors, and us¬

ing cheap draught exclusion 
strips on windows and brushes 
on the bottom of doors keeps 
cold air out and warm air in so 
your boiler won’t have to work 
as hard to keep you warm, and 
you won’t have to work as hard 
to pay for all that gas you’re 
burning. 

10. Check your boiler 

If your boiler is more than 10 


years old it might need replac¬ 
ing. By law all new boilers 
fitted in the UK have to be en¬ 
ergy-saving condensing boil¬ 
ers. These A-grade boilers are 
extremely efficient - using as 
much as 96% of their fuel - and 
can cut your heating bills by up 
to 40% a year, which can be as 
much as £200. definitely a good 
investment.

Archers will join us to take care 
of the archery range. 

Woodruffe school Early Music 
group will provide the music to 
promote the medieval atmos¬ 
phere and the Sutton Household 


return again this year in their 
fine costumes. 

Our traditional Mummers play 
is in rehearsal and a new young 
dragon will take the stage! 

All the usual refreshments ale, 
cider, elderflower champagne, 
apple pies the ram roast and 
much more will be available 
The Colyford Goose Fayre 
was revived in 1980 under the 
leadership of Colin Pady and 
has been held every year since 
then on the Saturday closest to 
Michaelmas. 

In the early days the fayre was 
held in the grounds of the Old 
Manor Hotel but when that site 
was developed the fayre moved 
to the present site of Spring- 
fields, on the Seaton Road, 
thanks to the kindness of the 
Dupee and later the Pountney 
families. 

A large number of villagers 
and friends dress in medieval 
costume and form a proces¬ 
sion starting at the Elms. This 
colourful procession of many 
hundreds of people follow the 


Mayor of Colyford and his lady 
down to Springfield to the ac¬ 
companiment of much music 
and jollity from the Mummers 
and the many providers of me¬ 
dieval music. 

The fayre always tries to main¬ 
tain it’s medieval setting. Goods 
are sold under tents and various 
produce is available - honey, 
pancakes, ram-roast, pottery, 
leather - and of course beer, tea 
and cakes. Numerous medieval 
style skills are on show with 
metalwork, bodging, thatching 
and archery as well as childrens 
entertainment in the quintain 
and the greasy pole. 

Among the entertainers there 
are mummers, strolling players, 
dancers and, the highlight of the 
afternoon, the mummers play. 
Local residents perform this 
play, written and produced by 
Jean Wakefield, in a fight-heart¬ 
ed and humorous manner and 
it is always very well received 
by the locals. The afternoon al¬ 
ways finishes with an auction of 
geese. Lately this has become a 


mock auction as over the years 
it was found that many people 
were not keen on obtaining a 
five goose, which obviously 
entailed killing, plucking and 
drawing before it could be en¬ 
joyed at the table. 

The fayre has become a major 
feature in the local area and 
several thousand people attend 
every year. Any profits from the 
fayre are used for the village 
and some local organisations 
also benefit. From the outset 
it was decided that the aim of 
holding the fayre was not to 
make unwarranted profit but 
to hope to gain enough to stage 
another fayre in the following 
year, for the benefit of all the 
local people. 

Procession through the village 
starts at 2pm, fayre opens at 
2.30pm. Entry £3 per person, 
children accompanied by adult 
under 14 free, join in the fun!

THE Bronte sisters are back in fashion 
this autumn. 

November heralds Andrea Arnold's eagerly 
anticipated adaptation of Wuthering Heights, 
distinguished by the casting of James 
Howson as the first black actor to portray 
Heathcliff on the big screen.

Luke tackles surf, wind 
and rain to finish tenth 


THE junior section’s year runs from 
September to September, so the awards 
for last year’s juniors were presented at 
the Club Night on September 12th.

Luke finished 10th 
overall out of 150 starters in 2:37:38. Splits 
were as follows: swim - 36:34, bike -1:16:16,

The race consisted of a 400m outdoor pool 
swim, which he completed in a personal best of 
6:44 mins. A 22.5km bike ride followed, 
which, with the rain and wind, was very 
dangerous, but Luke finished it in 41:44. 
Finally came a 5km multi-terrain mn which he 
completed in 21:45, giving him an overall time 


of 1:10:13. Luke came 10th overall out of more 
than 300 brave competitors. 

Gavin Warren ran the SLaMM half marathon 
at Langport and finished in 2hrs 26mins. He 
would have finished quicker, but a polite farmer 
decided to take down a few signs at 7.5 miles 
and left about 20 of the runners scratching their 
heads wondering which way to go. 

Eventually they did find the right track but it 
put them back about 10 - 15 minutes. Retro 
Reynolds and Geoff Woodward would have mn 
the full marathon, but they got lost trying to 
find the race start and didn’t realise the half 
marathon started later. Kevin Glover did mn the 
full marathon and was delighted to finish 15 th 
in 4:05:34. 

To get over the disappointment of the last- 
minute cancellation of the Poltimore Pootle, 
Graham and Diane Newton travelled to 


Wiltshire to take part in “King Alfred’s 
Torment”, a seven-mile cross-country around 
the Stourhead Estate. 

The race organisers promised them hills and 
mud, and they certainly got that in plenty.
